"When we can reach a decision, to 
have a first-class probation officer I 
am for it, but riot until then," Judge 
Maxfield said when asked regarding 
the appointment of such an officer in 
this city. 
Judge 
Maxneld 
was 
astonished 


when informed that the city council 
had suggested a. salary to be paid a 
probation officer and according to the 
Wisconsin statutes the city council 
has no voice in tho matter whatso- 
ever. The statutes state that a proba- 
tion officer shall be appointed by the 
judge and that the salary shall be 
fixed by the county board. 
Judge Maxneld declared that he 
was anxious and 
willing- to have a 
probation officer if a good one can be 
secured, but,he is not in favor of- ap- 
pointing one'to work part of the time, 
as was proposed and discussed by the 
council. 
."One hundred dollars a year for a 
probation offi'cer is absolutely out of 
the question," Judge Maxneld said, 
"and until the people desiring such an 
officer can reach a definite decision 
I am not inclined to approve of any 
plan." 
In 
discussing: policewomen Judge 
Maxneld stated that as far as he could 
learn the experiment had proven a 
failure in many of the^cities arid that 
the majority of the .places were dis- 
charging their -women officers.
